There is an instance. of the British 
soldier at Mindea who was deliberat- 
ely shot dead because 4 dozen British: 
ers did want to/ draw the ration 
Of Ailthy¥ jadrinkalle wash served as 

ee. 

At Merzberg a ‘number of seriously 
‘wotinded and wholly unfit British sol- 
diets were. after vain protests forced 
to work twelve hours a day. Soon 
they did not satisfy the Germans who 
ordered the Britisl¥:to commence at 
four in the morning.. The men re- 
fused, but aftér brutat blows all except 
two gave in. Sentries with kicks and 
blows drove the two recalcitrants over 


to the work: 


One of these British soldiers held up 
a badly. wounded hand to show the sen- 
tries he was unfit for work. He was 
thereupon’ shot dead and the body 
thrown into a dirty washhouse, A 
German officer on a visit of inspec- 
tion shook hands with the murderer. 
The body was buried the following day 
in ‘the presence of a crowd of jeering 
Germans. ; 

At Schneidmueal the British pri- 
coners, without huts, had to live in 
holes in the ground which the prison- 


ers themselves scooped out. One mor- 


an.drder to one of the Britishers which 
was not understood. The sentry rash- 


ed’‘at the prisoner and struck hith, the 
latter thereupon going to hid hole in 
the ground, German officers then or- 
dered that an example be made of the 
British prsoner, although he. had com- 
mitted ‘no. offence. ‘ 

He was captured and stripped to the 
waist and tied up to a barrel. Six 
Germans with. thick wooden staves 
which are used to hold up barbed wire 
beat the prisoner for ten minutes over 
the head and back and the body. The 
prisoner who was swodning, was tied 
up to a post and left there. ’ Subse- 
quently a German officer came up and 
struck the prisoner with his sword and 
spat at him, calling him ‘English 
Swine.”. .The British prisoner never 
recovered, a week later dying, and néu- 
tral representatives visiting the camps 
were informed that his death was due 
to typhoid. 

At Langensaiza camp three hundred 
wounded British soldiers arrived in the 
night tinie and were herded into a hut 
but without bedding or blankets. By 
the next morning five had died. The 
remainder were taken out into the 
un and left there for three hours when 
seven died. Subsequently. through 
calculated negiect and ill treatment fif- 
ty succumbed, The funerals at this 
camp from the summer of 1917 to the 
spring of 1918 were the grossest scan- 
dal, and the details in the evidence are 
too revolting for publication. 


PUBLIC MAY HELP IN THE 


NEW 


BANKING HOURS 


Beginning with the first of June, 
the public will do its banking from 9 
80 to 2.30 on all weekdays except Sat- 
urday, and from 9.30 to 1.30 on Sat- 
urday. Because of the depletion of all 
bank staffs owing to the war, -the 
Canadian Banker’s Association, has de- 
cided on the above’ arrangements 
in order to expedite the work and al- 


. low the overworked bank clerks to 


complete theif qay's work at a reas- 
onable hour. 

The association points out that by 
this arrangement banking hours are 
not shortened in fact, the bank is 
open. one half hour longer on Satur- 
day than formerly—it is merely an 
adjustment. 

“The one thing necessary to the 
successful carrying out of this chan- 
ge.’ said a banker in speaking of 
this matter “is that the public shall 
bank as early as possible in the day, 
otherwise they will be confronted with 
congestion in the bank around closing 
hours. It is simply a matter of edu- 
cating the public to the new order of 
things,” he said. “They have become 
so accustomed to having the banks op- 
en till 8 o’clock that it will no doubt be 
difficult for many to remember the new 
regulation at first.” 

Another. way in which the public 
may assist in lessening materially the 
work of the depleted bank staffs is 
by reducing the number of checks is- 
sued. This they may do by drawing 
one check for a larger amount and 
paying small bills in cash, instead of 
issuing individual checks for each 


one. 


The banks realize, however, that 
the paying of bills by check has be- 
come a part of the bookkeeping sys- 
tem of most financial houses, and it is 
not thought that it is the intention 
of the association to disturb this sys- 
tem, but it is only to point out to the 
public that where it is convenient, the 
method referred to would facilitate 
the work of clerks since the time and 
the labor involved in handling a check 
for one dollar is exactly the same as 
that taken in handling one for $1,000,

GERMAN OFFENSIVE STARTED; 
SOLDIERS OF KAISER MOWED 
DOWN BY INVINCIBLE ALLIES 


PARIS May 28.2The results of the first day of the long 
expected German, Offensive are considered in competent French 
quarters as satisfactory, By paying the price, it is contended, 
it was inevitable that the enemy could gain ground. After a 
terrific struggle throughout the day, yesterday, the Germans, 


at a ruinous cost, advanced at the farthest point three and a 
half miles. 


Military authorities say that the enemy has won enough 
ground to bury its dead, and that is all. At no poinf has the 
Entente Allies lines been pierced. 

The Germans are endeavoring to increase their initial gains, 
and the plans probably will be developed according to the re- 
sults they obtain. The French communications in the Soissons 
region are exceptionaHy good, permitting the rapid sending 
up of reserves. Consequently the essence of the problem from 
the German point of view is speed. Th results of the fighting 
thus far are regarded as justifying the conftdence felt in France. 

The ground over which the battle raged today is the fam- 
ous Hog Back along which runs the Chemin des Dames, won 
by. the French a year ago.

MARY CONGDON’S BODY FOUND 
IN EDMONTON 


The body of Mary Congdon, whose 
disappearance in Edmonton engaged 
the attention of the ‘entire Province 
last October, was positively identified 
Friday morning by W. R. Pierce of the 
telephone department, at whose res- 
idence the girl lived cad William 
Terry of the undertaking rooms of 
Connely-McKinley on Rice Street. The 
parents of the young woman, who 
was 26 years of age at the time of her 
disappearance, arrived in teh city on 
Friday from Duhamel and are expec- 
ted to attend the inquest to be held 
by Coroner Dr, Porin.in the Connley- 
McKinely room: Saturday evening. 

The body was found at the river’s 
edge Thursday evening, near the Great 
West mine, by G. H. Cayanagh a mine 
employee, who immediately commun- 
icated his discovery to the provincial 
police. 

A post mortem examination of the 
body was held Friday morning under 
the direction of Dr. Revell, provin- 
cial government. Provincial police and 
éxamining medical men are united in 
the belief that there was nothing ab- 
out the body to indicate violence. 
They all agreed on the theory of sui- 
cide. Certain suggestions in relation 
to Miss Cengdon’s character which 
were circulated as an explanation of 
her sudden disappearance were con- 
clusively disproved by Friday morn- 
ings’ post mortem. 

William Terry a friend and one of 
those testifying to the identity of the 
body saw Miss Congdon at 5 p.m. on 
the evening of her disappearance, Oc- 
tober the 25th, a few hours before 
she attended the revival meeting in 
the first Baptist Church. It was fol- 
lowing his revival that she disappear- 
ed from view, Rewards by her family 
and the provincial government for 
discovery of her whereabouts approx- 
imated $2,000. 

The finding of Miss Congdon's bo- 
dy Thursday evening has resulted in 
a conclusive substantiation of the the- 
ory held by the city and provincial 
detectives that Miss Congdon met her 
end in the river. With the exception 
of one detective, a provincial man, 
they all ridiculed the idea that Miss 
Congdon had been abducted by un 
known persons. Following the trag 
edy sensational stories in support of 
the latter theory were circulated to 
discredit the city police and resulted in 
considerable uneasiness among the wo 
men folk of the city. The ending of 
the Congdon case, one of the most puz

tled for ever the absurd claims of
